ARMOUR. 


A pikeman’s Pott Helmet, with fluted crown, the drooping 
brim bears a maker’s mark, the letter B. Flemish 
mid 17th Century ; together with a lobster-tailed helmet, 
with original blackened surface, probably German mid 
17th Century 2 
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Two Combed Morions, the skulls of both are embossed with 
the fleur-de-lys, these headpieces were probably worn by 
the civic guard of the City of Munich, German early 17th 
Century 2 


53 ‘Two lobster-tailed Helmets, both blackened and retaining 
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their original sliding nasal guards and cheek pieces ; 
together with a morion constructed of two plates and 
having embossed skull, German 17th Century 3 
A Mitten Gauntlet, with long cuff, retaining its original 
glove of buff leather, also a fingered Gauntlet of bold 
design with roped gad-plate and bell cuff, this piece also 
retains its buff leather glove, late 16th Century 2 


SWORDS AND RAPIERS. 


A FINE Rapier, the hilt of chiselled steel, the four-sided 
blade is inscribed PRO DEO JUSTICIA ET PATRIA ANNO 1654 
(‘‘ for God, justice and country ”’) and on the reverse side 
FIDES vivipi (‘‘I live in the faith ’’), probably Italian 
17th Century 

A basket-hilt Broad Sword, the double-edged blade bears the 
running wolf mark and the date 1616, also a Broad Sword 
of “‘ mortuary ” type and probably of Flemish origin, 
both of the late 17th Century 2 

A Sword Rapier, with double drooping quillons and shell 
guard, evidently one of a ‘** case,” together with a basket 
hilt Cavalry Broad Sword, the blade engraved with 
the running wolf, both of the mid 17th Century 2 

Two Scottish Broad Swords of late 18th Century date, and 
a Cavalry Sword with basket hilt of the same period 3 

A 17th Century Rapier with pierced shell guard, the blade 
having been considerably shortened, together with 
two Broad Swords of the 17th Century 3 

A Falchion with flattened swept hilt and broad inscribed 
blade, the ricasso is inscribed catno, Spanish late 16th 
Century, together with two 17th Century Rapiers one 


having hilt of pierced and chiselled steel 3 
Three Hunting Swords fitted with shell guards and stag 
horn grips, all of mid 17th Century date 3 


Five Court Swords with hilts of pierced and chiselled steel, 
one of these retains its original scabbard of vellum, all of 
the late 18th Century 5 
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A late 18th Century Plug Bayonet, with blade of unusual 
length (the shell guard missing) together with four 18th 
Century Hunting Swords of good quality and a main- 


gouche Dagger 6 
Five 18th Century small Swords with embossed brass hilts, 
also a Hunting Sword of similar character 6 


Three 17th Century Rapiers of transitional small sword 
type and a similar Rapier having the so-called *‘ colish- 
marde ” blade, the hilt of engraved and pierced steel 4 


Two 17th Century Cavairy Broad Swords together with six 


Court Swords having hilts of chiselled steel 8 
A basket hilt Falchion the blade dated 1793 also five Hunting 
Swords of German and Flemish origin 6 


A late 18th Century German small Sword with embossed 
silver hilt, a Sword cf similar character with brass hilt, 
two Venery Swords of slim proportions and a Spanish 
Clasp Knife with inscribed blade 5 

A mid 17th Century Cavalry Broad Sword with basket hilt, 
together with five other swords of various types of the 
17th and 18th Centuries 6 

A 17th Century Polish Sword-Rapier of large proportions, a 
Rapier with simple cross hilt and ring guard, also a 
Marhatta Gauntlet Sword 3 

A rare English Dagger (excavated) of late 16th Century date 
and of bold construction, together with a left hand 
Dagger with long drooping quillons and ring guard and 
having stout two-edged blade, early 17th Century 2 

A 17th Century Dagger, the blade having stout central 
ridge, also three Stilettos of the late 16th Century and 
probably of Italian origin 4 


FIREARMS, Etc. 


A flint-lock Gun of early form, the hammer of primitive 
type, the frizzen curiously formed of two parts, the iron 
lock plate is covered with a pierced design of brass 
and the stock inlaid with a bold design in _ brass 
wire, probably Dutch mid 17th Century 


A wheel-lock Arquebus of bold form, octagonal rifled barrel, 
bearing maker’s mark, the stock is partly carved and in- 
laid with stag horn, the lock retains its original key to 
which is attached a powder measure, probably German 
late 16th Century 
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A pair of wheel-lock Pistols having large ball pommels, the 
entire stocks inlaid with designs in pearl and staghorn, 
both locks are fitted with a safety catch, probably Flemish 
early 17th Century | 2 

A fine flint-lock Pistol, the butt cap and breech of barrel of 
boldly chiselled steel depicting military scenes, the lock 
plate bears the maker’s name LAMOTTE, Italian mid 18th 
Century, also a snap-hance Pistol the stock of figured 
walnut wood, fitted with brass mounts, Spanish early 
18th Century 2 

A pair of small flint-lock Pistols having brass mounts, the 
barrels of these are inscribed L. LAZARINO, together with 
a pair of similar character with steel mounts and inlaid 
stocks the lock plates bearing the maker’s name L. 
MARTINO, both pairs are Italian circa 1750 4 

Two flint-lock Pistols, both having embossed brass mounts, 
the lock plate of one being engraved with a sporting 
incident, German mid 18th Century 2 

A pair of flint-lock Pistols with embossed brass mounts bear- 
ing traces of having been gilded, also a single Pistol of 
similar character, all of German origin, late 18th Century 3 

Two flint-lock Pistols of blunderbuss type, having flattened 
elliptical muzzles, although not quite a pair they are of 
very similar construction, one is signed Cc. BAUDRUN, 
French late 18th Century, together with a single pistol of 
good character, the barrel inscribed LAZARINO COMINAZ, 
Italian late 17th Century 3 


A pair of flint-lock Pistols, the stocks partly covered with 
elaborate decoration of silver, Moorish, late 18th Century 2 


A pair of English flint-lock Pistols marked RICHARD KING, 
LONDON, together with a pair of small 18th Century 
French Pistols, the locks converted to the percussion 
system during the 19th Century A 

A small flint-lock Blunderbuss, the bell mouth barrel en- 
crusted with silver Greek late 18th Century, together with 
three small flint-lock Pistols of French and Belgian origin 

Set 

Two flint-lock Pistols of late 18th Century date, also a pair 
of small Pistols entirely constructed of steel inscribed 
** seGALLAS,”’ London, early 18th Century (both hammers 
of this latter pair have been broken away) 4 

Two detached Gun-Locks, constructed upon the wheel and 
pyrites principle, also a large Powder Flask of flattened 
ox-horn with steel mounts, German, 17th Century 3 
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A large circular Powder Primer of wood inlaid with a design 
in staghorn, also a Primer of similar character, both of 
the early 17th Century 2 

Two 17th Century triangular Powder Flasks of wood with 
steel mounts, one fitted with a belt hook, also a leather 
Cartouche Case decorated with steel studs 

A Powder Flask of engraved staghorn with steel mounts 
German late 16th Century, two small 17th Century Powder 
Primers and a triangular Powder Flask of wood covered 
with canvas and having steel mounts German 17th Cen- 
tury J. 

An English Crossbow or ‘‘ Prodel,” the hgnum vitae stock 
inlaid with an engraved latten design, movable forked 
back sight, steel butt of pommel form, the fore sight is 
inscribed JOHNSON, WIGAN, circa 1750 

A pair of Spurs of chiselled and pierced steel English temp. 
Chas. II., another pair of stout construction of the so- 
called ‘‘ Roundhead ” type together with a single Spur 
having brass rowel 5 

A Flail, possibly of Russian origin, a 16th Century Quarrel 
or Crossbow Bolt, together with four Indian Thrusting 
Daggers of ‘** Katah ” form 6 

Seven Pike and Spontoon Heads mounted upon an oak shield, 
also an English Spontoon Head stated to have been found 
in the Thames at Walton, 17th and 18th Centuries 8 

A 16th Century Italian Ranseur of trident form, also a 
Halberd of late Gothic character 2 

Three Halberds of the 16th and 17th Centuries 3 

A circular Shield chiselled and damascened with silver, a 
smaller Shield engraved and overlaid with plaques of 
embossed brass probably Persian, also an English 18th 
Century military Flint-Lock Gun, the stock of ‘‘ Brown 
Bess ” form together with a Lance of Eastern origin = 4

A Bracket Clock of architectural shape, in ebonised case 
with brass mounts and dial, 15in. high

moulded arched top and pierced fretwork panels, the 
brass dial chased and engraved, by Conyers Dunlop, 
London, 18in. high | 
* *This maker was Master of the Clockmakers’ Company 

in 1758.
